Edmonton police are in Lang¬ 
ley, B.C., examining evidence 
and interviewing triple-homi¬ 
cide suspect Travis Baumgart¬ 
ner, the accused in a deadly 
armoured-car robbery. 

Five homicide detectives 
and three forensics officers 
made the flight Saturday 
night, Supt. Bob Hassel of 
EPS’ criminal investigative 
division said Sunday. 


Baumgartner, 21, was 
arrested Saturday around 
4 p.m. while attempting to 
cross into the United States 
south of Abbottsford, B.C., 
without a passport. 

“(He) was arrested peace¬ 
fully and without incident, 
which was the best outcome 
we could have hoped for,” 
said Hassel. 

Baumgartner is the sus¬ 
pect in a shooting at the 
University of Alberta’s HUB 
Mall just after midnight Fri¬ 
day, which left armoured- 
car guards Eddie Rejano, 
39, Michelle Shegelski, 26, 
and Brian Ilesic, 35, dead 
and Matthew Schuman in 
critical condition. 

All worked for G4S with 
Baumgartner. 

Approximately $330,000 
was found in Baumgartner’s 
vehicle, while his company- 



issued gun and body armour 
have yet to be recovered. 

He is currently in cus¬ 
tody in Langley, and will be 
transferred to Ed¬ 
monton this week.

transportation 
plan possible 

Parents driving their kids 
to school is a growing 
trend, and it’s something 
the Edmonton Pubhc 
School Board is trying to 
put the brakes on. 

According to Statistics 
Canada, more students are 
driven compared to the 
number who walk or bike 
to school — and that same 
trend is observed equally 
in both suburban and 
mature Edmonton neigh¬ 
bourhoods, according to 
a report that went before 
the board of trustees last 
month. 

Reasons for that include 
convenience, weather and 
program location, said 
EPSB planning director 
Lome Parker, noting 
resulting problems include 
improper parking, illegal 
U-tums, unsafe drop-offs, 
and dismptions to buses. 

And while there are 10 
schools with School Travel 
Plans in place, various 
levels of participation 
and success have led to 
discussion of the feasibility 
of a district-wide active 
transportation plan. 

“There’s certainly a will 
on the part of the board to 
look at developing one,” 
said Parker. “But it would 
be significant work to have 
all schools on board.” 

Of course, different 
schools have different 
needs based on neighbour¬ 
hood design, emolment 
and other “local factors,” 
said Parker. 

An initial timehne 
of three years would be 
challenging, according 
to the report, so in the 
meantime EPSB is work¬ 
ing to refine individual 
school approaches, and 
will continue working 
with partners AMA School 
Safety Patrol, Walkable Ed¬ 
monton, EPS and Alberta 
Transportation.

Each morning and afternoon 
during the school year, a few 
parents wear fluorescent 
vests out in front of Johnny 
Bright School. 

They wave vehicles along, 
tell them where to stop, open 
doors and assist students in 
getting in and out quickly 
and safely. 


Called greeters, they are 
one of many initiatives the 
K-9 school has in place as 
part of a School Travel Plan 
launched in early 2011 to 
promote active transporta¬ 
tion and cut down on vehicle 
congestion. 

“It speeds up the time 
(a vehicle) might sit there,” 
said Jennifer Harbin, parent 
to a Grade 8 student and vol¬ 
unteer on the Parent Traffic 
Committee. 

And that’s the No. 1 issue, 
according to principal Scott 
Millar. 

“We have such a high vol¬ 
ume of traffic,” he said, not¬ 
ing the school is “bursting at 
the seams.” 

When the school opened 
in 2010, Harbin began driving 


her daughter to school. 

“But when I saw how long 
the lineups were, I looked at 
her and said, ‘You’re going 
to start taking the bus,”’ she 
said. 

A hands-up survey last 
year showed 40 per cent of 
Johnny Bright students are 
driven, 27 per cent walk, nine 
per cent ride bikes, 13 per 
cent take the school bus, six 
per cent carpool and two per 
cent take public transit. 

“We’re really working 
hard at the awareness, and 
getting families to think 
about how they’re 
getting to school,” 
said Harbin.

Pool wins 
national 
recognition 

One of Edmonton’s most 
distinctive architectural 
landmarks has been named a 
significant piece of Canadian 
20th-century architecture. 

The Peter Hemingway 
Fitness and Leisure Centre on 
111 Avenue won the Prix du 
XXe siecle at the Architecture 
Canada Festival of Architec¬ 
ture on Friday in St. John’s, 
N.L. 

The centre, formerly 
known as the Coronation 
Pool, features distinctive curv¬ 
ing glass walls meant to S 5 mi- 
bolize the crest of a wave and 
Alberta’s rolling landscape. 

The Olympic-sized pool 
was commissioned by the city 
in 1967 as a centennial pro¬ 
ject, and completed in 1970 at 
a cost of $1.2 million. It was 
renamed after its architect to 
mark Hemingway’s legacy, as 
he also designed the Muttart 
Conservatory and the now- 
demohshed Central Pente¬ 
costal Tabernacle. 

The British-bom architect 
died in 1995 at the age of 65. 

The Prix du XXe siecle was 
created to bring attention to 
the heritage value of mod¬ 
em buildings and nationally 
significant 20th-century archi¬ 
tecture in Canada. 

A new community recrea¬ 
tion centre in close proximity 
is planned for Coronation 
Park. The concept plan will be 
on display Monday from 4:30 
p.m. to 8 p.m. at the Central 
Lions Senior Recreation Cen¬ 
tre, 11113 113 Street.

Radiohead *shattered’

Inspectors with Ontario’s

non-life-threatening injur¬ 
ies is doing “much better” in 
hospital. 

Ministry spokesman Matt 
Blajer says the massive struc¬ 
ture is “still fairly unstable” 
and work is underway to 
make it safe. 

He says investigators are 
looking to see whether safe¬ 
ty regulations and standards 


were followed and staff were 
properly trained. 

He says the investigation is 
“fairly complex” and it could 
take some time to figure out 
exactly what happened. 

The sold-out show was 
cancelled before it even 
began, forcing ticketholders 
— many of them from out of 
town — to turn back. 

Radiohead said they will 
“miss” Johnson. “He was a 
lovely man, always positive, 
supportive and funny.” 

There have been a num¬ 
ber of stage collapses in re¬ 
cent years. 

Six people died last Au¬ 
gust when the stage fell at 
a concert in Indianapolis, 
and five died when a storm 
toppled a stage at a festival 
in Belgium. 

One person died in 2009 
when a windstorm collapsed 
the stage at the Big Valley 
Jamboree in Alberta, and

Dean Hardin said. 

Officers arrived to find King 
in the deep end of the pool and 
pulled him out. 

King was unresponsive, and 
officers began resuscitation ef¬ 
forts until paramedics arrived. 
King was taken to the hospital, 
where he was pronounced dead 
at 6:11 a.m.. 

Pohce Capt. Randy De Anda 


said King had been by the pool 
throughout the early morning 
and had been taUdng to his 
fiancee, who was inside the 
home at the time. A statement 
from pohce said the prelimin¬ 


ary investigation indicates a 
drowning, with no signs of foul 
play. De Anda said there were 
no alcohohc beverages or para- 
phemaha found near the pool. 

Authorities didn’t identify 


the fiancee. King earher said he 
was engaged to Cynthia Kehey, 
one of the jurors in the civil- 
rights case that gave King $3.8 
mihion in damages.

Iconicrace 
riots of *92 

The 1992 riots, which were 
set off by the acquittals of 
the officers who beat King, 
lasted three days and left 
55 people dead, more than 
2,000 injured and swaths of 
Los Angeles on fire. At the 
height of the violence. King 
pleaded on television: “Can 
we ah get along?” 

King, then 25, was 
stopped for speeding on a 
darkened street on March 
3,1991. Four Los Angeles 
pohce officers hit him more 
than 50 times with their 
batons, kicked him and shot 
him with stun guns. 

A man who had quietly 
stepped outside his home 
to observe the commotion 
videotaped most of it and 
turned a copy over to a TV 
station. It was played over 


and over for the following 
year, infiaming racial ten¬ 
sions across the country. 

It seemed that the 
videotape would be the key 
evidence to a guilty verdict 
against the officers, whose 
trial was moved to the pre¬ 
dominantly white suburb of 
Simi Valley, Calif Instead, on 
April 29,1992, a jury with 
no black members acquit¬ 
ted three of the officers; a 
mistrial was declared for a 
fourth. 

Violence erupted im¬ 
mediately, starting in South 
Los Angeles. 

Police, seemingly caught 
off-guard, were quickly 
outnumbered by rioters and 
retreated. As the uprising 
spread to the city’s Kore- 
atown area, shop owners 
armed themselves and en¬ 
gaged in running gun battles 
with looters.

UN calls for evacuations 
in Syria’s hardest-hit areas 


The head of the UN observers’ 
mission in S37ria demanded 
Sunday that warring parties al¬ 
low the evacuation of women, 
children, elderly and sick 
people endangered by fighting 
in the besieged city of Homs 
and other combat zones. 

Maj. Gen. Robert Mood said 
the observers had been trying 
for the past week to bring out 
families and woimded trapped 
in Homs by heavy shelling of 
rebel-held areas. The offensive 
is part of a broader push by 


President Bashar Assad’s forces 
to regain rebel-held villages and 
towns throughout the country. 

UN “attempts to extract 
civilians from the line of fire 
over the past week have been 
unsuccessful,” Mood said in a 
statement. 

On Saturday, the UN said 
its 300 observers were sus¬ 
pending all missions because 
of concerns for their safety, 
but the monitors said they 
were remaining in Damascus. 
A UN official said Sunday that 


a team of observers had left 
for Homs, hoping to evacuate 
civilians. He said the mission 
was approved by the S37rian 
government. But the fighting 
never eased enough to allow 
the evacuations. The activist 
group Syrian Observatory for 
Human Rights said at least 
eight soldiers were shot and 
killed in one rebel attack, and 
some 30 S37rian civilians and 
rebels were killed across the 
country Sunday.

Adolph Simon Ochs must be 
spinning is his grave. 

Ochs was owner of the New 
York Times and an enemy of the 
sensational journalism of the 
late 19th century. 

He was not going to try to outdo the yellow journalism 
that proliferated at the time. 

He wanted his paper to be a model of thoughtful, compre¬ 
hensive and trustworthy reporting. 

The approach he adopted can still be seen on the paper’s 
masthead: “All the news that’s fit to print.” 

Currently, just about an 3 ?thing can masquerade as journal¬ 
ism. 

Electronic media has created a gaping maw for news that 
must be constantly fed. 

If there is no real news, 
then opinions and commen¬ 
tary and interviews of httle or 
no consequence will be put 
into the insatiable electronic 
media gullet and regurgitated 
as pseudo-news. Nowhere was 
that more apparent than CBC 
radio’s coverage of Friday’s 
tragic events at the University 
of Alberta. 

Not surprisingly, CBC radio 
had reporters on the scene of 
the killing of three armoured- 
car persormel. 

And, not surprisingly, other than the fact that people had 
been killed and who they were, there wasn’t much to report. 
The police are pretty tight-lipped when it comes to providing 
information about a crime under investigation. 

Normally, this would have resulted in a short item and an 
indication that more information would be forthcoming as it 
became available. 

Instead, reporters made what people were saying on Twitter 
the focus of their initial reporting. 

Since when does what people are sa 3 dng on Twitter consti¬ 
tute news? 

As a content analysis performed by Pear Anal 3 ?tics pointed 
out, 40 per cent of Twitter content is mindless babble, about 
38 per cent is conversation, about nine per cent has pass-along 
value and six per cent is self-promotion. 

At about four per cent, news content ranks about the same 
as spam. 

For about 10 minutes, I was treated to Twitter updates and 
interviews with people who had httle or nothing to offer in 
understanding what had happened.

Travolta returns to big 
screen amid scandal 



Back in the spotlight. 

Will the veteran 
actor address recent 
allegations as he does 
the press rounds for 
new Oliver Stone film? 


John Travolta will soon be back 
on the big screen, but weeks 
of negative headlines have fo¬ 
cused on his personal life and 
not on the return of one of 
Hollywood’s top stars. 

Travolta plays a corrupt 
drug enforcement administra¬ 
tion agent in Savages, an Oli¬ 
ver Stone film about a war be¬ 
tween marijuana growers and 
a Mexican drug cartel. It’s the 
charismatic bad-guy role that 
has kept Travolta popular in 
his later career, although he is 
not considered one of the film’s 
lead actors. 

The two-time Oscar nom¬ 
inee is expected to face the 
media for the first time since 
the headlines broke, as he be¬ 
gins doing publicity for the 
movie with selected TV outlets. 

A source familiar with the 
production of Savages told The 
Associated Press that Travolta’s 
recent PR difficulties have not 
altered his publicity schedule 
or marketing of the film. The 
source, who was not authorized 
to speak publicly, said Travolta 
was doing the same amoimt of 
interviews as the film’s other 
stars, which include Benicio del 
Toro and Salma Hayek. 

Travolta’s first film since 
2010 comes less than two 
months after the actor was ac¬ 
cused in a lawsuit of groping 
two masseurs. The case quickly 
unravelled after Travolta’s at¬ 
torney discredited one of the 
anonymous accusers by show¬ 
ing &e actor was across the 
coimtry on the day of one of the 
alleged incidents. 

Yet the suit was widely re¬ 
ported by both mainstream 
and tabloid media and subse¬ 
quent stories have focused on 
Travolta’s sexuality. The actor

Robert Marich, author of 
Marketing to Moviegoers, said 
the murky nature of the allega¬ 
tions against Travolta means 
he’ll probably get the benefit of 
the doubt. “In these situations, 
the public is veiy forgiving to 
stars,” Marich said. “I don’t see

Debate. It isn't quite 
mommy wars, but 
there are issues for 
men who stay home 
with their children 


Whether they say it out loud 
or acknowledge it at all, that 
work-home divide tradition¬ 
ally reserved for the mommy 
wars can also rear between 
dads who go off to the office 
every day and the kind in the 
trenches with the kids. 

There are bound to be rifts, 
given the growing league of 
dads staying home at least 
part-time. But do the paths 
of work dads and home dads 
intertwine enough to make 
them care quite so deeply as 


the ladies? How exactly are 
they perceived by each other? 

“To be a stay-at-home dad 
requires a lot of confidence 
in who you are,” said Paxton 
Helms, 41, in Washington. 

He became one about four 
years ago, when his daugh¬ 
ter was three months old. 
A son followed and he now 
takes part-time contracts as 
an international develop¬ 
ment consultant, with fiex- 
ible hours. “The strangest 
thing that ever happened to 
me as a (stay-at-home dad) 
was riding on the Metro with 
both my kids and a guy ask¬ 
ing me, ‘So where’s Mom?’ I 
couldn’t even think why in 
the world somebody would 
be asking me that question, 
so I couldn’t even muster an 
answer,” he said. 


SUSPICION OVER WIVES, 
LAYOFFS 

Other at-home dads worry 
about jealousy from working 
brethren. Or suspicion that 
they’re out of work. And dads 
on both sides of the divide 
report the occasional cold 
shoulder. 

“It seems that they try to 
avoid me or don’t want to 
talk about what life is like for 
them,” said dad-of-one Don¬ 
ald DeLong, 55, a Bloomfield 
Township, Mich., an attorney 
who acknowledges a “deeply 
rooted need to work and earn 
a living.” 

“When I do talk to them, 
the topics stay guy-safe. That 
is, sports, cars. After all we’re 
both still guys.” 

Other at-home dads, those 
by choice or pushed out of 


the job market, said they’ve 
endured some snark, but they 
consider it more of a dad-on- 
dad discomfort than a divide. 

Martin Weckerlein, 33, 
is among them. He simply 
doesn’t have the time to care. 

“When I’m with other 
dads who are my age, they 
tend to be pretty accepting 
and even curious as to how 
that works that we can afford 
me sta57ing home, what I do 
during the day with the kids, 
and they say it must be nice 
to have that time,” he said. 

THE STEREOTYPES 

Yes, Mr. Mom comes up, the 
newest iteration in the shape 
of Chris Rock and his goofy 
band of dads with infants 
strapped to their chests in the 
movie What to Expect When 


You’re Expecting. 

“I hate that phrase Mr. 
Mom. I can’t imagine my wife 
going into the office and say¬ 
ing, ‘Hi everyone, it’s Mrs. 
Dad,”’ said Dan Zevin, a hu¬ 
mourist, at-home dad to two. 

The number of at-home 
dads who are primary care¬ 
givers for their children 
reached nearly two million 
in 2010, or one in 15 fathers, 
according to one estimate. A1 
Watts, president of the Na¬ 
tional At-Home Dad Network, 
believes a more accurate 
count is about seven millions. 
That amounts to one-third of 
married fathers in the U.S. 

Most, he said, want to be 
there, as opposed to the kind 
who never thought about it 
until the axe fell on their ca¬ 
reers. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

For years, televisions have 
been getting bigger, clearer 
and sharper. It turns out 
they’re becoming greener 
too. 


“It’s become the socially 
right thing for manufacturers 
to do,” says Bob Hana, manag¬ 
ing director of HDliving.com. 
“I think they’ve also found 
that it helps their profitabil¬ 
ity as well, as they start to 
move off of unrecyclable ma¬ 
terials or move into different 
technologies.” 

Consumer demand for 
eco-friendly home entertain¬ 
ment is growing. But it’s still 
low on the priority list for 
most consumers, especially 
those yearning for huge, gor¬ 
geous home theatre screens. 

You might pay a little 
more up front, but there are

real savings to be had with 
LCD and LED TVs. 

“They get it back on power 
savings,” Hana explains. 
“They also, just by default, 
get it back on lifetime be¬ 
tween failures. For instance, 
in a projector or even in your 


television, the LEDs last long¬ 
er that the old fluorescent 
or high-intensity bulbs. So 
you’re getting a longer life 
cycle, as well as lower power 
consumption.” 

An LCD television can 
run for 60,000 hours. At five 
hours a day, that’s almost 
33 years. That’s a long time 
before an 5 d:hing has to be 
scrapped. 

“Not very many years ago, 
you would put in an auto¬ 
mated home entertainment 
system with unified remote 
controls and control panels in 
different rooms, and the kind 
of ugly, dirty secret was that 


your power bill would go up 
substantially,” says Hana. 

“It’s not uncommon now 
to include a power-manage¬ 
ment device. Projectors have 
eco-modes now. When it’s 
dark out, they don’t have to 
be at their highest bright¬ 
ness. Manufacturers really do 
make a big point about it.” 

Hana doesn’t recommend 
one brand of television over 
another. He says the move 
to cleaner and greener has 
happened organically, and is 
continuing to grow through¬ 
out the home entertainment 
industry. 

“The reality is that manu¬ 


facturers are designing these 
things automatically an 3 m^ay, 
so consumers are being green 
even though they may not 
want to be!” 

That’s an entire, big-ticket 
industry, working ahead of 
consumer demand for clean¬ 
er, more sustainable prod¬ 
ucts, because they know the 
right time to act and change 
has already arrived. 

“This is good stuff,” Hana 
concludes. “And it is worth 
pa 3 dng attention to — not 
only just for real, long-term 
cost savings, but just for the 
good of all of us. Every little 
installation helps.”

“I consider it a benefit like 
health care.

“It’s such a great way to cre¬ 
ate a productive atmosphere. It 
makes the environment more 


conducive to creativity,” she 
said, at a company that produ¬ 
ces shows hke the Food Net¬ 
work’s The Best Thing I Ever 
Ate, TLC’s Toddlers & Tiaras 
and Bravo’s Fhpping Out. 

At the same time, McCor¬ 
mack added, “They are a calm¬ 
ing force. When things get 
stressful, you can lean down 
and pet your dog or take a walk 
and pet a nearby dog.

About 1.4 milhon owners 
take some 2.3 milhon dogs to 
work every day, according to 
an American Pet Products As¬ 
sociation survey last year.

“Engineering and software 
companies are often the type 
of company that is pet-friend¬ 
ly,” Kain said. “These compan¬ 
ies have trouble finding people 
with the skills they need and 
do not want to lose these em¬ 
ployees.” 

Extrovertic, a health care 
commimications agency with 
40 employees and offices in 
New York City and Cambridge, 
Mass., tested the waters last 
year with Take Your Dog to 
Work Day. On Jime 22 this 
year, it is sponsored by North 
Carolina-based Pet Sitters Inter¬ 
national to promote adoption. 

The experiment was so suc¬ 
cessful that the company went 
dog-friendly and Sally, a five- 
year-old rescued beagle owned 
by supervising accoimt man¬ 
ager Jared Shechtman, became 


Take Your Dog to Work Day’s 
poster dog. 

“We are a small agency. We 
want to be different. We want 
the quality of our employees’ 
lives to be better than they 
would get at a bigger agency. 
Having dogs in &e office is 
another way of saying, ‘We are 
different and we care about 
you,”’ said company CEO Dor¬ 
othy Wetzel. 

Fifteen to 20 of the 120 em¬ 
ployees or freelancers working 
at Authentic Entertainment 
bring their dogs to work, said 
co-founder and executive pro¬ 
ducer Lauren Lexton. 

Lexton and Tom Rogan de¬ 
cided to let people bring dogs 
to work when they foimded the 
company 11 years ago, because 
“it always felt right. Dogs give 
a softer element to everyday 
work and there is something 
about having them aroimd that 
makes people happy”. 

Having animals around 


also encourages camaraderie, 
McCormack said. “Dogs auto¬ 
matically break down barriers. 
They are automatic conversa¬ 
tion starters and ice breakers.” 

Not eveiy business can al¬ 
low dogs, said Kain, who start¬ 
ed DogFriendly.com with his 
wife Tara 15 years ago in An¬ 
chor Point, Alaska. For others, 
allowing pets may be a way to 
help make do with fewer em¬ 
ployees working longer hours. 
“By allowing dogs at work, an 
employee doesn’t have to leave 
to take care of the pet,” Kain 
said. 

Dolly’s favourite part of 
coming to work is the atten¬ 
tion, McCormack said. At 
home, she plays second-fiddle 
to a three-year-old. At work, 
Dolly is Miss November in a 
calendar featuring employee 
dogs as characters on their 
shows. “She is the toast of 
the town,” McCormack said.
